What Next? 


From the Journal of The London Chamber 
of Commerce 


Events continue to push the nations towards 
a recognition of those principles which were 
enunciated by the London Chamber of Com- 
merce as long ago as May, 1932. The failure of 
the World Monetary and Economic Conference 
to reach agreement upon new parities or upon 
reductions in tariffs, quotas and exchange re- 
Strictions, as well as the failure of the Disarma- 
ment Conference to do anything more effective 
than to stir international fears to fever point, 
were clearly foreseen in the Chamber's memor- 
andum. 

Tariffs, exchange restrictions, etc., represent 
attempts by the nations to defend themselves 
against very real and pressing dangers; nations 
build up armaments for the same reason. To 
attempt to take from them their economic and 
military defences upon which they rely for their 
continued existence, without first removing the 
cause of their fear, can have no prospect of 
success, but, on the other hand, is likely to cause 
fear to degeherate into frantic and panic- 
stricken terror, impervious to reason. 
INTERNATIONAL FEAR 


As the Chamber has consistently stated for 
nearly a year and a half, the root cause of in- 
ternational fear and hostility is to be found in 
the international and national monetary sys- 
tems. Internationally, the nations must have 
active “favorable” balances in order to gain the 
disposition of gold or gold currencies. Those 
who are successful in this struggle are able 
either to take gold from those nations with 
“unfavorable” balances, or to compel them to 
borrow the difference and so get more hope- 
lessly into debt. Instead of trading for goods 
and services to their mutual advantage, the 
nations are compelled, under the system, to 
fight tooth and claw for “favorable” balances— 
i.e. gold—under penalty of finding themselves 
in the degrading and miserable position of being 
in pawn to their successful competitors. 

It is sometimes stated that, in the case of 
those countries which have abandoned the gold 
standard, imports already carry an order for an 
export of goods and services, the export of gold 
from those countries being prohibited. That an 
immense burden of fear has been lifted from

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The Treatment For 
Gall Stones 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The gall bladder is a small sac attached be- 
neath the liver and acts as a receiver for bile 
which flows slowly into it from the liver, and 
the gall bladder feeds the bile into the intes- 


tines. When the bile duct which conveys the 
bile from the gall bladder into the intestines 
becomes inflamed, its mem- 


branes may become so swol- 
len as to prevent the bile 
from passing through and 
consequently the gall bladder 
usually enlarges. 

When the gall bladder 
does mot function properly 
either because of gall stones 
or because of inflammation, 
one’s health may be seriously 
menaced, When a surgeon is 
not sure of the diagnosis, he

usually recommends an operation for the “sick” 


gall bladder. Because the gall bladder may be- 
come a veritable cesspool of poison, its removal 
is sometimes marked with a great improve- 
ment, especially in those patients who have 
been ailing for years, with enervation, depres- 
sion, low blood pressure, slow pulse, bilious- 
ness, and occasional jaundice. 

The greatest majority of cases can be cured 
by proper dieting, without the necessity of the 
operation. It is simply a question of cleansing 
out the liver and gall bladder through fasting 
and restricted diet, and then teaching the 
patient to correct his habits of living so the 
gall bladder will not again become sick. 


To clear up the symptoms and aid in remov- 
ing the stones, the most rapid response will be 
found to be the olive oil and fruit juice method. 
This relieves the gall bladder where there has 
been a pronounced bile stagnation which must 
always exist before gall stones form. The treat- 
ment should begin with a good dose of four 
ounces of olive oil mixed with four ounces of 
lemon or grapefruit juice. The mixture should 
be taken just before bed time, and should be 
followed the next day with the orange juice or 
grapefruit fast until the symptoms pass. This 
large quantity of oil stimulates the liver into 
producing an abundant quantity of bile, and 
this will often wash out small gall stones im- 
mediately, and the new bile coming down helps 
to dilute the thickened bile in the gall bladder. 
If one dosage of oil is not sufficient. it will be 
advisable to repeat the olive oil dose for one or 
two nights, although occasionally the gall blad- 
der may be so congested with gall stones, per- 
haps hundreds of them, that a surgical oper

Offering glowing praise city 
councillors “Who stuck by their 
guns in the face of warnings from 


of 


the provincial government and 
other sources” and declaring that, 
“If the unemployed do not stand 


by the councillors who fought for 
them in the face of opposition such 
as no body 
they are not worthy of any further 
consideration,” Elmer EE. Roper, 
delegate from the Allied 
Trades, expressed sentiment which 
was endorsed whole-heartedly by 
the Edmonton Trades and Labor 
council at its meeting Monday 
night. 

“The only criticism I might offer,” 
Mr. Roper said, “was that the coun- 
cil did not go far enough.” 

Mr. Roper stated that the increase 
in the food allowance did not con- 


stitute an average increase of much | 


over 15 per cent. 

“Only the amount for a man and 
wife has been increased 25 per 
cent,” he said. “The amount for 
each child has been increased only 
five cents per child, or just over 
five per cent. Under the old rate 
the amount received for food by an 
average family, two adults and 
three children, was $5.70, Under the | 
new rate it is $6.60, or an increase | 
of less than 14 per cent, 


the cost of food during the past 
year.” | 
He stated that statistics showed 


that food costs have risen 18.76 per 
cent during the past year. 

Mr. Roper stated at the meeting 
that a table in The Journal, Mon- 


day, showing the supposed compar- 
ison between the new Edmonton 
food allowance and the Calgary 


rates, was incorrect as was the im- 
pression that Edmonton's new scale 
is the “highest in Canada.” “It is 
not now as high as Calgary,” he 
said, “except for families with six 
children or more.” 


TABLE INCORRECT 

“The Journal made up its table 
by taking some kind of an aver- 
age of 64 cents for each child in 
Calgary,” he said, “but that 
the way the Calgary scale works. 
There are definite amounts for 


families of definite size. The only | 
correct comparison in the table is| 


that for two adults with no chil- 
dren, the Edmonton allowance be- 
ing $3.75 against $4.50 in Calgary.’

_ LACK OF HELP 


Million Dollar Loan to 
City Would Help Solve 
Unemployment 


Deploring the failure of the 
Dominion government to help 
Edmonton “out of the woods” by 
granting this city a $1,000,000 
unemployment loan at a low rate 
of interest, Mayor D. K. Knott, 
in an interview at city hall, Tues- 
day, said he believed this was 
one of the best solutions to the 
pressing problem of relief. 

“If we could get this sum at a 
low rate of interest we could ab- 

sorb all our employable relief 
cases by putting them to work on 
a street and lane grading and 
gravelling program,” declared the 
mayor. “Of course we would still 
have a number of unemployables | 
who would have to be cared for by 
direct relief, but if we could put 
the majority of the jobless to work 
our relief costs would be cut down 
enormously.” 


USE ENTIRE SUM 

Asked if he would favor using a 
part of the million dollars for a 
| building program if the loan were 
advanced, Mayor Knott said the en- 
tire sum cou'd be used for road 
work. “Many of our streets and 
lanes are in a deplorable state and 
we haven't got the money to re- 
condition them. But with financial 
support from the federal govern- 
ment we could start grading and 
gravelling immediately. A six-inch 
surface of gravel would make a} 
| wonderful dinsere> At present | 
| we have automobile owners in 
about every block in the city, and 
the conditions of the streets is be- 
coming more serious all the time,” 
he stated 


re 


“But would such a program give 
only temporary relief?’ he was 
asked. 

Replying, the mayor believed 


that so far as the city of Edmonton 
was concerned the program could 
be looked upon more in the light 
of a permanent solution. “That 
much more money would be cir- 
culating in the city, helping every 
merchant. With increased busi- 
ness the staffs would be increased. 

Taxpayers weuld he given the 
adventage of better roads and a 
more’ optimistic spirit would pre- 
vail,’ he declared. 

Continuing, the city’s chief magi- 
trate regretted the fact that such 
high interest rates wer> charged on 
loans in Western Canada. “We have 
to pay five and five and a half per 
cent., which is about two per cent. 
higher than they pay in the east 
With all the resources at our dis- 
peeal here I don't see why we 
shouldn't be able to borrow money 
at a rate at least as low as that 
given the Dominion government.” |

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BANKS HAVENO | 
REASON TO ASK 
GOLD PREMIUM 


Profit on Yellow Metal No 
Result of Commercial 
Banking 


OTTAWA, June 5.—The profit on 
gold held by Canadian banks does 
not arise out of the operations of 
commercial banking. “It is the re- | 
sult of a national and international | 
situation from which the banks 
have no reason to expect any pro- 
fit.” 

This was one statement of Dr. W. 
C. Clark, deputy minister of fin- 
ance, who today entered the reply 
of the department to the protest of 
the Canadian hanks against the 
provision of the Bank of Canada 
Act under which they will have to 


turn over their gold holdings at 
the statutory rate of $20.67 an 
ounce, 


PREPARED BRIEF 

Dr. Clark read a prepared brief 
in reply to that submitted by S. 
H. Logan, general manager of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, on 
behalf of the Canadian association, 
last week. 

“If Canada had not seen fit to 
break away from the gold standard 
by the prohibition of gold export 
and the suspension of specie pay- 
ments, in other words, if Canada 
had been willing and able to stay 
on gold at the old parity, there 
would today be no premium on 
gold in terms of Canadian cur- 
rency,” Dr. Clark declared. 


RESULT OF POLICY 

“The premium that now exists re- 
sults from Canadian monetary pol- 
icy applied in the face of a serious 
world situation. 

“The premium on gold in com- 
parison with the mint par value is 
the measure of the depreciation in 
the value of our currency,” con- 
tinued Dr. Clark. 

“This depreciation Tias been at the 
expense of the people and not at 
the expense of the banks, 

“It follows that any profit on 
gold reserves arising out of mones 
tary policy should accrue to the 
state, representing the people as a 
whole. 


THROUGH NATIONAL BANK 

“The functions for which the 
banks were formerly responsible, of 
issuing part of the note currency of 
the country and of maintaining 
part of our national gold reserves 
are in future to be assumed by the 
state through the medium of the) 
quasi-public institution, the Bank of 
Canada,” 


SUGAR FLOW 
IS DIVERTED 
TO CANADA 


LONDON, June 5—The house of 
commons last night approved pro- | 
posals contained in a white paper 
issued in April to alter the colonial 
sugar duties in such a way as to 
divert the flow of the commodity | 
to Canada. 

The white paper, issued when) 
the budget came down, would send 
sugar back to Canada from which 
it-was driven when the pound sterl- 
ing reached a’premium in Canadian 
funds. 

Fall in value of the Canadian dol- 
lar dislocated the sugar trade be- 
{tween the Dominion and the Brit- 
ish West Indies and sent mogt of 
the commodity to.the United King- 
dom. The government decided in its 
white paper proposals to reduce 
the British preference to colonial 
sugar until it reached a point below 
the Canadian preference 

The measure reduces the prefer- 
ence on colonial sugar to its old) 
vate of three shillings, eight pence 
per hundredweight on 96 degree | 
sugar, with proportionate rates on 
ugar of higher or lower polariza- 
tion.
